In  rendering  this  Annual  Report,  which  at  one  time  was 
limited  to  the  activities  of  our  New  York  Museum,  it  gives 
me  great  pleasure  now  to  write  about  the  parallel  achieve- 
ments in  Venice.  As  1  look  back  on  1983,  the  completion  of 
the  transformation  of  a  lovely  palazzo  with  fabulous  works 
of  art  mto  one  of  Europe's  leading  museums  .ukI  the  sub- 
sequent April  reopening  of  the  Peggy  Cuggenhemi  Collec- 
tion emerge  as  the  culmination  of  last  years  efforts.  The 
extraordinary  success  of  this  undertaking  is  mirrored  in  the 
attendance  figures  which  indicate  that  the  number  of  visitors 
reached  109,69!  during  the  April  to  October  season.  The 
strengthening  of  the  ties  we  enjoy  with  our  Italian  friends 
was  reflected  in  my  election  to  the  Council  for  the  United 
States  and  Italy,  a  private,  nongovernmental  organization 
dedicated  to  fostering  business  and  cultural  relationships 
between  the  two  nations. 

The  importance  the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  has 
assumed  in  the  minds  of  the  Trustees  has  not,  in  any  sense, 
diminished  their  attentive  focus  upon  the  New  York  oper- 
ation and  the  long-term  need  to  cope  with  various  perennial 
problems.  Among  these,  the  maintenance  of  artistic  quality, 
the  continued  ability  of  this  Foundation  to  amass  necessary 
financial  support  and,  above  all,  our  eventual  resolution  of 
ever  more  pressing  space  problems  are  the  most  conspicu- 
ous. Initial  moves  have  been  taken  in  all  these  directions  and 
concrete  reports  concerning  them  will  be  forthcoming. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  1983  we  succeeded  in 
carrying  out  our  responsibilities  to  the  public  within  budget, 
increased  our  attendance  revenue  from  our  Venice  and  New 
York  facilities,  improved  bookstore  sales  in  both  countries 
and  reduced  exhibition  costs.  A  successful  campaign  which 
increased  our  membership  thirty  percent,  an  Annual  Appeal, 
spearheaded  by  Trustee  Robin  Duke,  and  generous  support 
from  governmental  entities,  corporations,  foundations  and 
individuals  coupled  with  prudent  control  of  our  expenses 
were  responsible  for  this  accomplishment. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  A.  Chauncy  Newlin,  a  Trustee 
of  the  Foundation  since  1957,  died  at  seventy-eight  on  Sep- 
tember 3,  1983.  We  shall  always  be  grateful  for  his  many 
contributions,  particularly  regarding  legal  matters,  during 
his  many  years  of  service.  Also  at  year's  end  we  lost  through 
resignation  for  personal  reasons  Frank  R.  Millikcn  and  Lewis 
T.  Preston,  whose  wise  counsel  provided  over  the  years  we 
shall  miss.  On  the  other  hand,  I  am  pleased  to  note  that 
Robert  W.  Gardiner,  Chairman  of  Dean  Witter  Reynolds, 
was  elected  to  the  Board  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Bonnie  Ward 
Simon,  a  faithful  member  of  the  Museum's  Advisory  Board, 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Foundation's  Art  and  Mu- 
seum Committee.  Barric  M.  Damson  and  Denise  Saul,  long- 


time benefactors,  joined  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Museum. 
The  Peggy  Guggenheim  (Collection  Advisory  Board  was  en- 
larged in  1983  by  the  addition  of  the  following  new  mem- 
bers: James  B.  Sherwood,  Carlo  Bonomi  and  Mrs.  Mario 
Schimberni.  The  advice  of  this  Board  has  been  absolutely 
indispensable  to  the  Foundation  in  carrying  out  its  stew- 
ardship in  Venice. 

1983  was  an  eventful  and  successful  year  on  both  sides 
of  the  Atlantic  for  our  Foundation,  for  which  much  credit 
must  go  to  our  small,  dedicated  professional  staff  under  the 
leadership  of  our  globally  respected  Director,  Tom  Messer. 

The  Trustees  and  staff  join  me  in  expressing  our  gratitude 
to  the  many  volunteers  who  have  devoted  so  much  time  and 
energy  to  the  functioning  of  the  museums,  the  support  of 
the  various  associates  and  members  of  the  Foundation,  those 
who  have  devoted  time  to  fund-raising  activities,  institu- 
tional and  individual  patrons,  donors  and  supporters.

Directors  Report

Seen  as  a  whole,  1983,  after  the  preceding  years  of  change 
and  reorganization,  was  a  season  of  consohdation.  Execu- 
tive staff  members  headed  by  Diane  Waldman  as  Deputy 
Director,  who  had  all  assumed  their  new  responsibilities 
recently,  have  come  into  their  own.  With  the  aid  of  De- 
partment Heads,  the  majority  of  whom  also  had  been  ap- 
pointed to  their  present  positions  in  the  19S0S,  the 
Cjuggcnhcim  Museum  in  New  York  has  acquired  a  new  ur- 
gency and  intensity  of  purpose.  In  Venice  the  still  embryonic 
staff  has  carried  the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  through 
a  season  that  saw  the  virtual  completion  of  its  transfor- 
mation trom  a  private  collection  to  a  public  institution.  The 
Guggenheim's  bicontinental  operation,  launched  with  un- 
derstandable caution  only  a  few  years  ago,  has  matured  into 
a  controlled  system  in  which  each  component  derives  strength 
from  the  other. 

An  institutional  base  so  broad  and  far-flung  cannot  but 
affect  a  museum's  general  orientation,  its  program  and  re- 
sulting profile.  The  exhibition  and  publication  programs  of 
the  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Museum  in  New  York  are  now 
almost  equally  divided  between  American  and  foreign  con- 
cerns; for  not  only  are  many  shows  that  are  presented  here 
gathered  from  abroad,  but  we  have  become  major  suppliers 
of  works  of  art  within  a  global  exhibition  structure.  Through 
frequent  loans  from  our  collection,  but  even  more  through 
the  habitual  sharing  of  our  shows  with  sister  institutions  in 
other  parts  of  the  world,  the  Guggenheim's  name  and  col- 
lection treasures  are  seen  with  increasing  prominence  abroad. 

During  1983  this  orientation  became  most  visible  in  Italy 
and  Japan.  The  fourth  season  of  the  operation  of  the  Peggy 
Guggenheim  Collection  under  the  Foundation's  administra- 
tion saw  the  completion  of  renovations  in  the  Palazzo's  pub- 
lic areas.  It  should  be  recalled  in  this  connection  that  Peggy 
Guggenheim  lived  in  the  Palazzo  Venier  dei  Leoni  and  for 
that  reason  no  less  than  one-half  of  the  available  spaces 
remained  at  her  personal  disposal  during  her  lifetime.  These 
have  now  been  transformed  into  additional  galleries,  areas 
for  previously  nonexistent  storage  and  for  conservation  fa- 
cilities as  well  as  office,  library  and  quarters  for  other  back- 
stage activities.  As  a  result  of  this  transformation,  works  of 
art  are  presented  in  an  uncrowdcd,  systematic  sequence, 
while  public  areas  together  with  functional  service-centers 
provide  the  preconditions  for  an  orderly  operation. 

Less  permanent  in  its  effect,  but  highly  visible,  not  to  say 
dramatic,  was  another  involvement  on  the  international 
scene:  one  that  brought  one-hundred  works  from  the  Sol- 
omon R.  Guggenheim  Museum  to  Tokyo's  Metropolitan 
Teien  Art  Museum  for  a  three-month  period,  in  the  most 
exhaustive  and  qualitatively  outstanding  exhibition  of

twentieth-century  Western  art  ever  presented  in  Japan.  Ac- 
companied by  a  loan  show  of  l^avid  Smith's  monumental 
Ctibi  sculptures,  which  stood  on  the  spacious  lawn  in  tront 
of  the  Art  Deco  building  housing  the  paintings,  the  exhi- 
bition exposed  an  estimated  1  30,000  visitors,  most  of  whom 
were  Japanese,  to  more  than  a  half  century  of  European  and 
American  art  and  art  history. 

At  the  same  time  the  Guggenheim's  exhibition  program 
in  New  York  continued  without  loss  of  momentum.  The 
tabulation  opposite  based  upon  the  six  most  important  ex- 
hibitions held  here  during  1983  reveals  how  we  fulfilled  our 
mandate  as  a  museum  of  twentieth-century  painting  and 
sculpture  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  tabulation  that  in  the  calendar 
year  covered  by  this  report,  exhibitions  of  artists  of  Amer- 
ican and  European  origin,  as  well  as  the  media  of  painting 
and  sculpture  were  in  near  balance;  that  the  chronological 
range  of  exhibitions  presented  extended  from  the  early  years 
of  the  century  to  the  present;  and  that  most  of  our  principal 
exhibitions  were  curated  at  the  Guggenheim,  while  only  one 
was  supplied  entirely  by  an  outside  source.  Two  of  the  shows 
that  were  originated  by  the  Guggenheim  (Gonzalez  and 
Kandinsky)  were  circulated  to  other  museums,  whereb\  their 
benefits  were  extended  while  part  of  our  financial  invest- 
ment was  recovered. 

In  assessing  the  impact  of  Guggenheim-originated  pro- 
grams within  the  United  States,  it  is  important  to  mention 
numerous  loans  of  individual  collection  works  as  well  as  a

decentralization  program  which  began  in  1983  and  brought 
valuable  objects  from  our  reserves  to  The  Helen  Foresman 
Spencer  Museum  of  Art,  Lawrence,  Kansas,  the  Birmingham 
Museum  of  Art,  Alabama,  and  the  San  Antonio  Museum 
of  Art  for  an  extended  period  of  tmie.  Both  these  categories 
of  loans,  individual  and  decentralization,  arc  documented 
in  the  appropriate  section  of  this  report. 

For  those  familiar  with  the  operations  of  museums,  it  will 
not  be  surprising  to  learn  that  only  an  institution  with  a 
highly  qualified  staff  can  assume  the  responsibilities  inherent 
in  these  programs.  Curatorial,  technical,  public-oriented, 
administrative  and  business  competence  of  a  high  order  is 
needed  to  accomplish  the  tasks  described  here,  and  the  re- 
alization of  the  programs  themselves  depends  upon  the  largely 
anonymous  individuals  who  devote  themselves  to  a  museum 
such  as  ours. 

The  annual  crop  of  \  akiable  acquisitions  again  has  been 
gathered  primarily  as  a  result  of  the  generosity  of  the  Mu- 
scums  friends,  who  contributed  gifts  of  desired  works  of  art 
or  funds  with  which  such  objects  could  be  purchased.  Re- 
taining the  arbitrary  limit  of  ten  artists  set  for  the  purposes 
of  these  reports,  we  propose  the  following  list  of  works 
which,  in  our  opinion,  have  most  decisively  enriched  the 
collection  during  19S;.  The  list  is  arranged  in  the  order  ol 
the  dates  of  the  works.

This  list  does  not  include  the  purchase  awards  given  to 
twelve  young  Americans  in  1983  as  a  result  of  Exxon  C^or- 
poration  s  generous  exhibition  acquisition  arrangement  with 
the  Guggenheim  Museum.  Nor  could  we  extend  the  list  to 
include  numerous  and  greatly  appreciated  gifts  of  works  on 
paper,  which  often  include  entire  suites  contributed  by  in- 
dividual donors.  The  fact  that  none  of  the  major  works  listed 
above  were  purchased  entirely  with  Museum  funds  and  that 
all  depended  upon  the  direct  or  indirect  assistance  of  indi- 
viduals or  organizations  is  an  indication  of  our  financial 
limitations  as  well  .is  the  dependability  and  generosity  of 
our  friends. 


As  noted  111  previous  statements,  it  is  difficult  mi  amiu.il 
reports  to  tio  full  |iistice  to  areas  less  conspicuous  than  ex- 
hibitions and  collections:  all  the  more  reason  to  remind  our- 
selves that  the  public  arena  would  remain  empty  or  at  least 
meaningless  were  it  not  constantly  nourished  by  the  Mu- 
seiims  professional  departments.  Publications  are  the  most 
tangible  results  of  such  labors.  During  198^  no  fewer  than 
four  thorough  exhibition  catalogues  were  prepared  to  ac- 
company exhibitions  in  New  York,  while  an  additional  pub- 
lication was  produced  for  the  Tokyo  presentation  Modern 
Art  in  the  West.  The  first  of  a  projected  scries  of  scholarly 
monographs,  Kandinskyuit  the  Guggenheim,  was  completed 
by  the  Museum's  Curator  Vivian  Barnett  and  published  in 
soft-and  hard-cover  editions.  A  Handbook  with  text  by  Lucy 
Flint  considering  a  selection  of  one  hundred  works  was  pre- 
pared for  the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  in  Venice;  this 


has  served  visitors  there  during  the  past  season  as  an  in- 
formative educational  guide  to  a  collection  that  may  be  seen 
with  new  eyes  since  its  reinstallation.  In  preparation  for 
tiiture  publication  is  a  suinpiuoiisly  illustrated  volume  on 
the  collection  as  well  as  a  major  book  about  the  i'eggy  dug- 
genheim  Cx)llection,  the  third  in  a  sequence  of  authoritative 
catalogues  devoted  to  the  Foundation  s  holdings. 

If  we  agree  that  institutions  are  inherently  kinetic  and 
therefore  unable  to  stand  still,  the  Cuggenheim  cannot 
maintain  itself  as  it  is;  it  can  only  advance  or  retreat  in  terms 
of  the  quality  and  quantity  of  its  efforts.  With  a  Bcjard  of 
Trustees  under  the  Presidency  of  Peter  O.  Lawson-Johnston, 
its  Advisory  Boards  in  New  York  and  Venice,  a  professional 
staff  of  high  caliber  and  an  active  volunteer  and  intern  or- 
ganization, the  prospect  for  positive  movement  seems  ex- 
traordinarily high.

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 


I.  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies: 

Basis  of  Presentation 

The  financial  statements  of  The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foun- 
dation (the  Foundation)  have  been  prepared  on  the  accrual  basis 
and  include  the  New  York  City  and  Venice,  Italy,  accounts  of  the 
Foundation. 

Fund  Accounting 

In  order  to  ensure  observance  of  limitations  and  restrictions  placed 
on  the  use  of  resources  available  to  the  Foundation,  the  accounts 
of  the  Foundation  are  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  principles 
of  fund  accounting.  This  is  the  procedure  by  which  resources  for 
various  purposes  are  classified  for  accounting  and  financial  report- 
ing purposes  into  funds  that  are  in  accordance  with  specified  activ- 
ities and  objectives.  Separate  accounts  are  maintained  for  each  fund; 
however,  in  the  accompanying  financial  statements,  funds  that  have 
similar  characteristics  have  been  combined  into  fund  groups.  Ac- 
cordingly, all  financial  transactions  have  been  recorded  and  re- 
ported by  fund  group: 

Current  Funds 

Current  funds  consist  of  the  Operating  Fund,  as  well  as  the  fol- 
lowing funds: 


Restricted  Fund 

Amounts  restricted  by  the  donor  for  specific  purposes  arc  seg- 
regated from  the  Operating  Fund  within  the  Current  Fund. 

Quasi-Endowment  Fund 

Amounts  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  arc  indicated  as 
Quasi-Endowment  Fund  and  are  segregated  from  the  Oper- 
ating Fund  within  the  Current  Fund. 

Endowment  Fund 

The  Endowment  Fund  includes  funds  subject  to  restriction  by  the 

donor  requiring  that  the  principal  be  invested  m  perpetuirv'. 

Plant  Fund 

The  Plant  Fund  includes  resources  restricted  tor  plant  acquisi- 
tions and  funds  expended  for  plant. 

Other  Matters 

Grants,  donations,  and  membership  fees  are  recorded  as  received 
and  are  considered  to  be  available  for  unrestricted  use  unless  spe- 
cifically designated  by  the  donor.  Grants  and  donations  specified 
by  the  donor  for  use  in  future  periods  or  which  require  a  stipulated 
rate  of  growth  m  support  over  a  defined  period  are  recorded  as 
deferred  income  in  the  balance  sheet  and  as  income  in  the  vcar  in 
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which  they  may  be  used  or  are  earned.  Written  pledges  for  grants 
and  donations  are  recorded  as  receivables  in  the  year  pledged.  The 
amounts  of  the  pledges  to  be  received  in  the  future  are  recorded  as 
deferred  amounts  in  the  respective  funds  to  which  they  apply. 

All  gauis  .ukI  losses  arising  from  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of 
investments  are  accounted  for  in  the  fund  in  which  the  related  assets 
are  recorded,  and  are  determined  by  the  first-in,  first-out  method. 
Income  from  iinestments  is  accounted  for  as  revenue  of  the  Op- 
erating Fund.

2.  Investments: 

Investments  are  recorded  at  cost  in  respect  of  those  purchased,  and 
in  respect  of  those  acquired  by  gift,  bequest  or  otherwise,  generally 
at  market  valuations  at  dates  of  acquisition  or  estate  tax  valuations.

3.  Art  Collection: 

Art  objects  purchased,  donated  and  bequeathed  are  included  in  the 
balance  sheets  at  a  value  of  $  1 .  Donations  for  purchase  of  art  objects 
are  reported  as  gifts  in  the  statements  of  support  and  revenue,  ex- 
penses and  changes  in  fund  balances.  The  cost  of  all  art  objects 
purchased,  less  the  proceeds  from  deaccessions  of  art,  is  reported 
in  the  Foundation's  current  funds.  During  the  years  ended  December 
31,  1983  and  1982,  purchases  of  art  objects  amounted  to  $^92,176 
and  $466,100,  respectively,  and  the  proceeds  from  deaccessions 
aggregated  $102,674  in  1982.  There  were  no  deacessions  during 
1983.  The  estimated  value  of  donated  art  work  received  by  the 
Foundation  in  1983  and  1982  aggregated  $844,000  and  $1,076,000, 
respectively.

With  respect  to  the  property  and  equipment  of  the  Solomon  R. 
Guggenheim  Museum,  land  is  recorded  at  cost  with  respect  to  that 
purchased  and  at  estate  tax  valuation  with  respect  to  that  acquired 
through  a  bequest;  the  building,  leasehold  improvements  and  all 
other  equipment  are  recorded  at  cost.  Library  and  documentary 
films  are  recorded  at  the  nominal  amount  of  $1,  and  additions  are 
expensed  as  acquired. 

With  respect  to  the  property  and  equipment  of  the  Palazzo  Leom, 
land  and  building  were  donated  and  arc  recorded  at  the  tax  val- 
uation at  date  of  gift;  equipment  is  recorded  at  cost. 

Depreciation  is  provided  over  the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the 
related  assets,  generally  on  the  straight-linc  nicthod.  Le.isehokl  im- 
provements are  amortized  on  the  straight-line  method  over  the  pe- 
riod covered  by  the  lease. 


5.  Pension  Plan: 

The  Foundation  has  a  defined  benefit  non-contributory  pension 
plan  covering  substantially  all  of  its  full-time  employees.  On  Jan- 
uary I,  1983,  the  Foundation  amended  its  pension  plan  from  a 
contributory  to  a  non-contributory  plan.  Contributions  to  the  plan 
for  1983  and  1982  were  $95,000  and  $70,000,  respectively.  The 
Foundations  policy  is  to  fund  pension  costs  incurred.  A  summary

6.  Interfund  Transfers: 

During  the  years  ended  December  ?i,  1983  and  1982,  $504,648 
and  $<i63,4i7,  respectively,  were  transferred  from  the  Operating 
Fund  to  the  Plant  Fund,  representing  the  cost  of  fixed  assets  pur- 
chased with  resources  of  the  Operating  Fund. 

7.  Contributed  Services: 

A  substantial  number  of  unpaid  volunteers  have  made  significant 
contributions  of  their  time  in  the  furtherance  of  the  Museum's  pro- 
grams covering  most  phases  of  the  Museum's  activities  except  for 
maintenance,  guard  service  and  art  handling.  The  value  of  this  con- 
tributed time  is  not  reflected  in  these  statements  since  it  is  not  sus- 
ceptible to  objective  measurement  or  valuation. 

8.  Related  Party  Transactions: 

Service  tees  aggregating  $1 1,836  and  $9,029  for  the  years  ended 
December  31,  1983  and  1982,  respectively,  were  paid  to  Guggen- 
heim Brothers  (a  partnership).  Mr.  Peter  O.  Lawson-Johnston,  a 
trustee  and  president  of  the  Foundation,  is  one  of  the  partners  of 
Guggenheim  Brothers.

1 1.  Lease  Commitment: 

The  Foundation  has  entered  into  a  noncancelable  office  building 
lease  which  is  deemed  an  operating  lease.  Future  minimum  annual 
lease  payments  under  this  lease  agreement,  which  expires  during 
1987,  aggregate  approximately:  $25,500  during  1984,  $26,500 
during  1985,  $27,600  during  1986  and  $1 1,900  during  1987.  In 
addition,  the  lease  requires  payments  under  an  escalation  clause  for 
taxes  and  operating  expenses.  Lease  expense  for  the  years  ended 
December  31,  1983  and  1982  was  approximately  $2?,ooo  and
